CALLS TO SAVE 
OUR HOSPITAL 

And MP pledges to fight to keep acute services at Horton 


OVERWHELMING support for 
retaining services at the Horton 
General Hospital was received in a 
consultation on sweeping changes 
to the county’s NHS. 

More than 10,000 people took part in 
phase one of Oxfordshire Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group’s (CCG) ‘Big Health 
and Care Consultation’, which seeks to 
reshape the way health services are de¬ 
livered in Oxfordshire in response to a 
growing, ageing population and limited 
finances. 

The CCG has now collated responses 
and on Tuesday held an extraordinary 
board meeting to discuss public feed¬ 
back. 

A summary of the responses seen by 
the board stated: “In North Oxfordshire 
there is strong support for maintain¬ 
ing the Horton General Hospital as a 
district general hospital with full provi¬ 
sion of urgent and emergency care. 

“Although there is support for planned 
care there is a strong feeling that this 
should not be at the expense of other 
services.” 

Some 85 per cent of all survey respond¬ 
ents were in favour of new diagnostic 
and pre-surgery assessment units being

built at the Banbury hospital. 

At the same time 84 per cent agreed 
there should be more chemotherapy, re¬ 
nal dialysis and day case surgery at the 
Horton. 

Across the county almost four fifths 
of people agreed that acute stroke care 
should be centralised in Oxford, falling 
to 60 per cent in Banbury. 

But the report noted: “There are al¬ 
most universal concerns and a lack of 
support for the proposal to close the 
obstetric unit at the Horton General 
Hospital and replace it with a midwife 
led unit, because of travel times and 
safety concerns.” 

Maternity services at the Horton 
were downgraded to midwife-led sta¬ 
tus last October due to a lack of doc¬ 
tors. 

The CCG said to address concerns 
raised during the consultation it 
would ‘review the options’ for obstet¬ 
ric services before a decision-making 
meeting in August. 

It also recognised ‘considerable 
criticism’ of the consultation process 


due to the fact that it had been split into 
two phases, with phase two - relating to 
emergency care, community hospitals 
and children’s services - likely to get 
under way in the autumn. 

Banbury MP Victoria Prentis said: 
“We know that the board will be making 
decisions in August, but at the moment 
we have no idea what the final proposals 
will look like. 

“I continue to be extremely concerned 
about the consultation’s split nature. 

“How we move forward remains un¬ 
clear, but I will do all I can to get the an¬ 
swers we need and to retain acute ser¬ 
vices at the Horton General Hospital.”

Easington Recreation 
Ground is offered a car

AN AGREEMENT has been 
reached over plans to improve 
Easington Recreation Ground 
after a local school offered to 
open up its car park to families. 

Some 150 residents objected to 
plans put forward by Banbury 
Town Council to build a 23-space 
car park on the site as part of major 
improvements to the popular green 
space, including refurbished chang¬ 
ing rooms, a new play area and im¬ 
proved football pitches. 

After talks between the coun¬ 
cil and nearby Harriers Banbury 
Academy, the planning application 
has been withdrawn. 

Teams attending football matches 
on Saturdays and Sundays can now 
park at the school rather than in a 
newly-built car park, easing week¬ 
end parking and traffic problems. 

Alex Pearson, executive principal 
at Harriers, said: “Parking in the 
area is a challenge but our fami¬ 
lies also really value the park. We 
are pleased to work directly with 
Banbury Town Council for what 
we hope will be beneficial for eve¬ 
ryone.” 

Kieron Mallon, leader of Banbury 
Town Council, said: “The council’s 
plans for the rec have brought us 
together to once again try to find a 


mutually beneficial arrangement 
for the council, school, football 
teams and residents, especially 
those living in Easington Road and 
Gardens and St Georges Crescent.” 

Changes will coincide with dou¬ 
ble yellow lines being introduced to 
protect the junctions of Easington 
Road, Horton View and St Georges 
Crescent from hospital overspill 
parking. 

Other improvements to the park 


are set to take place over the course 
of this summer. 

Opposition to the planning appli¬ 
cation for the car park was led by 
local businessman Peter Cheese- 
man, who said he and others were 
‘delighted’ by the move. 

He added: “We have been over¬ 
whelmed by the response we have 
received from the Easington com¬ 
munity with regard to their objec¬ 
tions to the planning application. 


“It is down to the hard work of 
the many residents within the Eas¬ 
ington community and I would like 
to express my sincere thanks to all 
concerned. 

“We are now seeking assurances 
from Banbury Town Council that 
they will work with Harriers Acad¬ 
emy to overcome the concerns of 
the residents of Easington and in¬ 
deed Banbury that their parks will 
not be vandalised in the future.”

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Police commissioner calls for tags on burglars 


GPS tagging should be used on more 
criminals after they are released from 
prison in order to reduce reoffending, 
the police commissioner of Thames 
Valley has said. 

Anthony Stansfeld said using 
electronic tags on burglars while they 
were on licence after serving a jail term 
would make it ‘extremely difficult’ for 
them to commit further crimes. 

The Police and Crime Commissioner 
made the comments as he was being 
grilled by Oxfordshire County Council’s 


performance scrutiny committee over 
his police and crime plan for the next 
five years. 

The plan, which sets out Mr Stansfeld’s 
priorities for the force to tackle until 
2021, focuses on helping the most 
vulnerable in society, reducing 
reoffending, preventing crime, and 
tackling serious organised groups and 
terrorism. 

Mr Stansfeld made the remarks about 
reoffending when talking about the 9.1 
per cent rise in reported burglaries in 


the region. He said: “The reoffending 
rate of people who come out of prison, 
who are professional burglars, is very 
high. 

“I would like the Ministry of Justice to 
put on considerably more GPS tags for 
people coming out of jail at the halfway 
point. This makes it extremely difficult 
for them to commit crimes. I do not think 
it has any human rights issues.” 

Mr Stansfeld was also questioned on 
other areas, which included the 
remodelling of the force in the county. 


Appeal for 
more blood

A CAMPAIGN dubbed 
#lmThere is calling on people 
in Oxfordshire to sign up as 
blood donors. 

NHS Blood and Transplant is 
urging people in the county to 
sign up during National Blood 
Week, which runs from today 
until Sunday. 

It hopes to better last year’s 
figure of more than 14,000 
people from the county 
donating blood at least once. 

NHS Blood and Transplant 
director of blood donation 
Mike Stredder said: “Every 
day, blood donors from 
Oxfordshire make a 
difference; saving people 
whose lives depend on blood. 

“Whether it is patients 
receiving treatment for 
cancer, blood disorders, after 
accidents, surgery or during 
childbirth. 

“Thanks to the generosity of 
our loyal network of regular 
donors, we can ensure that 
hospitals have the blood 
needed to treat patients and, 
as recent weeks have sadly 
proven, make certain our 
stocks are strong enough to 
respond to major incidents 
and emergencies.” 

In particular the NHS wants 
to recruit more young people 
and black donors. Donating 
blood takes no more than an 
hour. 

You can donate as long as 
you are fit and healthy, weigh 
over 7st 12lbs and are aged 
between 17 and 66 years old. 

Mr Stredder added: “By 
saying ‘I’m there’, you can 
save the life of someone else, 
while going about yours.” 


Space Studio school set 
to ‘shoot for the moon’ 


Leaders ‘highly ambitious 
for the school and want 
the very best for pupils’

TEACHERS at Banbury’s unique sec¬ 
ondary school have said they are ‘not 
complacent’ and will shoot for the 
moon after resounding praise from 
Ofsted inspectors. 

A newly-published report rated Space 
Studio Banbury ‘good’ in all areas - Of- 
sted’s second highest ranking - follow¬ 
ing a visit on April 26 and 27 this year. 

The small school in Ruskin Road is 
aimed at pupils aged four to 19 inter¬ 
ested in pursuing careers in science, 
engineering, technology and maths 
(STEM) subjects. 

The Ofsted report noted: “Leaders 
have created a unique environment 


where ‘difference is normal’. Pupils 
excel in mathematics and science sub¬ 
jects, aided by well-qualified subject ex¬ 
perts and enthusiasts.” 

Girls, it found, particularly excelled 
despite being in the minority and dis¬ 
advantaged pupils did as well as their 
peers in the narrow range of subjects 
offered. 

The report added: “Leaders are highly 
ambitious for the school and want the 
very best for each of the pupils. 

“They are relentless in their pursuit 
of higher standards, raising expecta¬ 
tions about, for example, uniform, at¬ 
tendance, and presentation of pupils’ 
work. 

“Many gains have already been made 
in these aspects of school life, though 
there is much still to be done to ensure 
that pupils record learning carefully.” 

The school leaders, however, said they 
were ‘not complacent’ and said by the 
time Ofsted returned the school would 
transform into one that was ‘simply 
outstanding’. 


Vice-principal Julia Ingham added: 
“We offer something special and differ¬ 
ent to students in the Banbury area and 
we are very proud that the provision 
and exciting curriculum we offer have 
been recognised as being good.” 

The school opened its doors in Sep¬ 
tember 2014 and the Ofsted inspection 
was its first. 

It aims to become the ‘premier educa¬ 
tional provider’ for young people with 
an interest in maths and science. 

The school’s goal is to equip pupils 
with both academic qualifications but 
also ‘soft skills’. 

It has 100 pupils aged from 14 to 18, 
of which 34 are on its 16-19 study pro¬ 
gramme. 

Ofsted said students in this area 
benefited from an ‘extensive range of 
work-shadowing experiences’ and other 
projects aimed and developing their 
confidence and employability.

A TRADITIONAL Quaker 
clock manufactured in Sibford 
Ferris back in the 1870s has 
been donated to Sibford School 
near Banbury in memory of a 
former scholar. 

Mike Finch, a pupil at Sibford 
from 1949 to 1954, died on 10 June 
2016. 

He had returned to the school in 
adult life to take on the role of es¬ 
tates manager and more recently 
as the school’s archivist. 

He was also an active member of 
the Sibford Old Scholar’s Associa¬ 
tion (SOSA), fulfilling many roles 
over the years, including presi¬ 
dent. 

A year after his death and to 
coincide with the school’s 175th 
anniversary, Old Scholars have 
purchased the clock in Mr Finch’s 
name. 


SOSA president Ashley Shirlin 
said: “Mike dearly loved Sibford, 
the school and SOSA. 

“Prior to his death, he and I dis¬ 
cussed the purchase of the clock 
for the anniversary and so SOSA 
felt that it was fitting that the 
clock be donated to the school in 
his name. 

“As an association, we are the 
poorer without his help and guid¬ 
ance.” 

The brass-faced 30-hour long- 
case clock was made by John Wells 
and can be defined by an unusual 
hammer action not found in other 
mechanisms of the time. 

Headteacher Toby Spence added: 
“This type of clock was only made 
at Sibford and so it is fitting that it 
should return close to its point of 
origin some 250 years later. 

“We are extremely grateful to 
SOSA for this gift in memory of 
Mike. It is now on display in our 
visitors’ room where it is proving 
to be an interesting topic of con¬ 
versation.”

A LIFELINE for female 
survivors of domestic 
abuse in Banbury has 
received a boost to keep 
supporting women in 
the town. 

Clean Slate runs a week¬ 
ly ‘Freedom Programme’ 
to empower women who 
have been victims of abuse 
through building self-es¬ 
teem and talking and cop¬ 
ing skills. 

It ends on July 20 and 
Clean Slate has now re¬ 
ceived an undisclosed 
amount of extra funding 
from Sanctuary Housing to 
run another round. 

Nadia Brown, project 
manager at Clean Slate, 


said: “The Freedom Pro¬ 
gramme is a nationwide 
programme for all female 
victims of domestic abuse 
and is open to women of all 
ages regardless of age, cul¬ 
ture, ethnicity, background 
or sexual identity 

“The women who have 
previously attended have 
said that this course has 
been life-changing.” 

The service, based in 
Brice Road, aims to help 
survivors make sense of 
what has happened to them, 
understand its potential ef¬ 
fect on their children, and 
move forward. 

Participants meet on 
Thursdays from 10am to 
12.30pm and work in a 
group to develop problem¬ 
solving skills and receive 
‘assertiveness training’. 

Funding for the new 
course came from Sanctu¬ 
ary’s Community Invest¬ 
ment Fund, which supports 
projects benefitting Sanc¬ 
tuary residents and their 


communities. 

Kate Winstanley, neigh¬ 
bourhood partnerships 
manager at Sanctuary 
Housing, said: “Clean Slate 
provides a vital service in 
our community and we are 
delighted to be supporting 
them in helping those who 
have been victims of do¬ 
mestic abuse. 

“We are always looking at 
ways we can help our resi¬ 
dents to live happy, healthy 
and fulfilled lives and, by 
funding care and support 
services like this, we’re 
well on our way to achiev¬ 
ing this.” 

Last year Thames Valley 
Police reported a sharp rise 
in the number of calls re¬ 
ceived over domestic abuse 
incidents. 

In 2010 25,016 calls were 
made to the force overall, 
rising to 27,409 from Janu¬ 
ary to October 2015 alone.

Campaign will preserve 
memory of those who 
made ultimate sacrifice

A NEW campaign to help pre¬ 
serve the memory of those 
who gave the ultimate sacrifice 
during the First World War 
has been launched across the 
county. 

The 18-month project invites all 
primary schools across Oxfordshire 
to visit their nearest war memo¬ 
rial and record all of the names and 
dates of those who served. 

It aims to inspire interest in the 
war, not only to understand its 
global implications, but also on how 
it affected local communities and 
families that may still live in the 
area. 

A number of schoolchildren gath¬ 
ered at the St Giles’ War Memorial, 
Oxford, last week to mark the start 
of the campaign. 

Lynda Atkins, Oxfordshire coun¬ 
ty councillor for Wallingford and 
county chairman for the Royal 
British Legion, is spearheading the 
project. 

She said at the launch event: “We 
want to help young people get in¬ 
volved and get interested in their 
history. 

“We are asking every primary 


school to go out and find their war 
memorial and collect the names 
and dates, but that is really just the 
start. 

“We hope that what they 
will then do is research these 


memorials and most communities 
will find that from the names there 
maybe still people in the communi¬ 
ty and it isn’t just anonymous name, 
its somebody’s great grandad.” 

Ms Atkins said an estimated 


8,000 service men and women from 
Oxfordshire have died in conflicts 
around the world since the out¬ 
break of the First World War. 

She also backs a simultaneous 
campaign by Historic England to 


list every single war memorial in 
the country. 

Headteacher at the Wallingford’s 
Fir Tree Junior School Nilofer 
Khan, whose pupils took part yes¬ 
terday, said: “It’s important to re¬ 
member the children’s families that 
were in the wars. 

“It also helps us remember the 
changes the wars brought to every¬ 
one’s lives and for the children to 
see how these changes impacted on 
their lives.” 

She said that she also supported 
the campaign to list every war me¬ 
morial and added: “History can be 
in the present and the present can 
be the future, and children are a big 
part of that.” 

Three Year 6 children from the 
school were also at the launch event. 
Emily Gesener, Sean Wells and Han¬ 
nah Pannett, all aged 11, were the 
first to visit the cenotaph to mark 
the launch of the campaign. 

Emily said: “We are here today 
with Ms Khan because of the me¬ 
morial and to remember the people 
that have fought in the war. 

“My great grandfather was an 
Italian soldier in the war so he has 
seen both sides and he tells us lots 
of stories. 

“I think he wants to tell us be¬ 
cause he knows we think it is in¬ 
teresting and we like to hear about 
it. It’s quite nice to know about the 
past and what it was like when he 
was younger.” 

The campaign is optional and all 
Oxfordshire schools have been in¬ 
vited to take part.

Cast in the same mould as Richard 
Curtis' rom com Notting Hill, Hamp¬ 
stead is a twee tale of star-crossed 
lovers across the social divide, who 
find common ground in a court 
case over squatters' rights in ver¬ 
dant and des-res London NW3. 
Robert Festinger's script is loosely 
inspired by the true story of a 
homeless Irishman called Harry Hal- 
lowes, who won title deeds worth 
two million pounds after living in 
a tumbledown wooden shack on 
Hampstead Heath for two decades. 
Jaw-dropping truth is interwoven 
with sugar-coated fiction in Joel 
Hopkins' rose-tinted picture, which 
engineers romance between a 
socially awkward hermit and an 
American expat widow. 

It's a chocolate box laden with first 
world problems and impeccably 
tailored strife. 

We are supposed to muster sympa¬ 
thy for the heroine because she has 
been left in dire financial straits by 
her philandering husband. 

How does she cope with the stress 
of possible eviction? 

By window shopping a designer 
grey beret with an eye-watering 
£120 price tag. Oh woe is her. 

Diane Keaton and Brendan Gleeson 
catalyse only the faintest flickers 
of sexual chemistry as the plot 
meanders towards its life-affirming 
resolution. 

En route there are flashes of earthy 
humour like when a rival for Kea¬ 
ton's affections feebly brandishes 
a ukulele as a weapon and Gleeson 
barks: "What are you going to do? 
Strum me to death?!" 

A terribly polite plucking is more 
likely. 

It has been a year since Emily 
Walters (Keaton) lost her no-good 
husband Charles and she has chan¬ 
nelled her grief and rage into volun¬ 
teer work at a local charity shop. 
Other female residents of her 
apartment block, led by busybody 
Fiona (Lesley Manville), include 
Emily in their social gatherings and 
offer withering advice on remarry¬ 
ing at the earliest opportunity. 

"If you wait too long, you shrivel up 
like some imported apricot sitting 
on the shelf in Waitrose," chirps 


Fiona. She sets up Emily with creepy 
accountant James Smythe (Jason 
Watkins), who promises to clear the 
mounting debts with "no strings 
attached". 

After one uncomfortable date, 

Emily stares through her binoculars 
and spies Donald Horner (Gleeson) 
in his woodland retreat. 

She becomes fascinated by the foul- 
tempered misfit and worms her 
way into his simple existence to the 
surprise of her well-to-do son, Philip 
(James Norton). 

When greedy property develop¬ 
ers serve Donald with an eviction 
notice, Emily coordinates the Save 
The Shack campaign with other do- 
gooder residents. 

Hampstead is like a glass of ex¬ 
pensive champagne that has lost 
most of its fizz, yet still slips down 
pleasantly. 

Keaton and Gleeson are an attrac¬ 
tive odd couple, who are more 
convinced of their characters' suit¬ 
ability than us. 

Watkins is skin-crawling as a bean 
counter with ulterior motives and 
an ensemble of British character ac¬ 
tors fill out the largely forgettable 
supporting roles.

They live next door to police com¬ 
missioner Glenn Sickleman (Dean 
Norris), whose teenage step¬ 
daughter Christina (Maddie Ziegler) 
is the object of Henry's unspoken 
affection.

When Henry witnesses an un¬ 
speakable act in the Sickleman 
household, he berates the school 
principal Wilder (Tonya Pinkins) for 
her refusal to take drastic action. 

The Book Of Henry is held together 
- but only just - by the lead trio, 
who anchor their characters to 
heartbreaking reality when screen¬ 
writer Hurwitz is feeding them a 
symphony of false emotional notes.

C3 lets you personalise to your taste 



CITROEN’S third generation C3 
supermini is a crucial car for the 
French brand and must be more 
interesting and likeable than its sen¬ 
sible predecessor. Can it deliver? 

Ten Second Review 

Citroen’s C3 supermini has always 
focused on comfort and value. But 
then so does every other supermini. 
To survive in the tightly fought 
small car segment, it must offer 
more in MK3 model guise and do so 
with a dash of Gallic flair. There 
were signs that Citroen could still 
offer that with its C4 Cactus 
Crossover model of 2014 and that 
impetus seems to have been contin¬ 
ued here. 

Background 

What should a modern Citroen be? 
Not like the second generation C3 
supermini, that’s for sure. 
Today to survive, the brand must 
offer more than just sensible effi¬ 
ciency: the PSA Group has its 
Peugeot brand to deliver that. And 
its DS nameplate to offer a fashion¬ 
conscious premium option for those 
prepared to pay a little more. Which 
leaves Citroen needing to go back to 
being the kind of manufacturer it 
once was, fun, innovative and differ¬ 
ent. 

Which, at first glance at least, 
appears to be what’s served up here. 
The look is unique, can be embel¬ 
lished by a two-tone paint option 
and incorporates the unusual 
Airbump’ side panels we first saw 
on the brand’s C4 Cactus crossover 
model. Plus there’s some interesting 
technology that you won’t have seen 
before on this class of car. 


Driving Experience 

Though much has changed about 
this third generation C3, few of the 
differences can be found 
beneath the bonnet. Which means 
that power comes from much the 
same engine range used by final ver¬ 
sions of its predecessor. To be fair, 
there wasn’t a lot wrong with that 
car’s powertrain line-up by the very 
end. The PureTech three cylinder 
1.2-litre unit is frugal and willing, 
while the 1.6-litre BlueHDi diesels 
are amongst the cleanest and most 
frugal engines of their kind in the 
industry. 

First up at the bottom of the range 
is a 1.0-litre 68bhp unit that needs to 
be revved quite hard if you’re to get 
anywhere near the quoted perfor¬ 
mance figures. Much better is the 
1.2-litre version of this unit which 
offers either 82 or HObhp and deliv¬ 
ers the same distinctive three cylin¬ 
der thrum but accompanies it with 
pokier performance. It 

also gives you the option of the 
brand’s ETG semi-automatic gear¬ 
box. As for the BlueHDi diesel 
options, well there are two main 
ones. Most potential buyers will be 
looking at the 75bhp variant but a 
lOObhp version of this frugal unit is 
also offered. 

Design and Build 

The idea here is to offer supermini 
buyers a little more energy and per¬ 
sonality and that’s broadly what’s 
delivered. At 3.99m in length, this 
car is slightly smaller than some of 
its rivals, but it’s more interesting to 
look at. At the front, there’s the dis¬ 
tinctive two-tier front light signa¬ 
ture we first saw on the current C4 


Picasso. Double chrome strips 
extend from the double-chevron 
badge and go all the way across to 
slick LED daytime running lights. 

In profile, the black windscreen pil¬ 
lars and floating roof aim to accen¬ 
tuate the more dynamic shape. 
There’s a deliberately high bonnet 
line, short overhangs, 3D rear lights 
and wheelarches fitted with exten¬ 
sions for a crossover-style look. 

Even more noteworthy are the 
Airbump’ side panels - black plastic 
strips with air-filled bumps that 
look individual and create a scratch- 
proof surface to guard the bodywork 
from minor scratches and dents. 

Inside, Citroen says that it’s drawn 
inspiration from travel and home 
interior design to create an interior 
that aims to feel like an extension of 
the driver’s home. The percep¬ 
tion of space is heightened by the 
horizontal dashboard, 

which runs across the whole width 
of the vehicle. The design of the 
interior trim and the shape of the 
chrome-finished air vents also com¬ 
bine to enhance the perception of 
width. Customers get a choice of 
cabin finishes and you can also have 
a panoramic sunroof that fills the 
cabin with natural light. 

Market and Model 

Expect pricing to be typical for the 
supermini segment, which means 
that most variants will be sold in the 
£13,000 to £18,000 bracket. Potential 
buyers will need to make sure that 
they leave some budget aside for 
personalisation. There’s a choice of 
four cabin finishes - Citroen calls 
them ‘moods’ - plus there are some 
really clever optional touches. Of 


these, our favourite is the 
‘ConnectedCAM Citroen’ system. 
Here, you get a forward-facing two- 
megapixel, GPS-enabled camera 
mounted in the rear-view mirror. 

It’s there for two reasons; sensibility 
and fun. The ‘sense’ bit lies in its 
capability to record any traffic inci¬ 
dents or accidents, since it activates 
in an impact and stores the preced¬ 
ing 30 seconds and following 60 sec¬ 
onds. However, there’s a fun purpose 
too, given that the driver can also 
click a button to safely take exte¬ 
rior photos or videos of the view 
through the wind¬ 

screen and then share this content 
through social networks. 

We also like the Citroen Connect 
Nav system that comes with a 7-inch 
touchscreen and ties into connected 
services like TomTom traffic. This 
display also incorporates Mirror 
Screen technology which enables 
owners to you Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto systems to link in 
their smartphones and use selected 
apps on the move. 

Cost of Ownership 

Almost every fashionable type of 
technology has been thrown at this 
car to drive its running costs down 
and, as you’d expect, the best 
returns can be achieved from the 
BlueHDi diesel models. Go for the 
entry-level BlueHDi 75 variant and 
you can expect over 80mpg on the 
combined cycle and around 90g/km 
of C02. If you’re able to stretch to 
the top BlueHDi 100 model, then the 
figures are even better - nearly 
85mpg being possible if you’re care¬ 
ful. 

Don’t automatically sign on the 


dotted line for a diesel though, par¬ 
ticularly if, like many supermini 
owners, you don’t cover a huge num¬ 
ber of annual miles. In the Pure 
Tech petrol range, the entry-level 
68bhp 1.0-litre unit delivers around 
65mpg on the combined cycle and 
under lOOg/km of C02, while even 
the far pokier 1.2-litre VTi 82bhp 
unit manages over 60mpg in regular 
use. 

Summary 

This third generation C3 supermi¬ 
ni is a far more buyable prospect. In 
time honoured Citroen fashion, a C3 
is just that little bit different, with 
smart, slightly quirky looks and 
some fun aesthetic options if you 
want them. 

Overall then, the C3 is at last a 
strong contender in the supermini 
marketplace. Best of all perhaps, it’s 
a car that’s distinctively Citroen.
